R^ represents hydrogen, halogen, cyano, nitro, Ci-Ce-alkyI, C2-C6-alkenyl, C3-C6- 
cycloalkyl, Ci-C4-alkoxy, Ci-C4-alkylthio, Ci-C4-alkylsulfonyl, Ci-C4-haloalkyl 
having 1 to 5 halogen atoms, Ci-C4-haloalkoxy having 1 to 5 halogen atoms,

Claim 14 (new): A composition for controlling unwanted micro-organisms comprising 
one or more methylthiophenecarboxanilides of formula (I) according to Claim 10 and 
one or more extenders and/or surfactants. 
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Claim 15 (new): A method for controlling unwanted micro-organisms comprising 
applying an effective amount of a methylthiophenecarboxanilide of formula (I) 
according to Claim 10 to the micro-organisms and/or their habitat. 

Claim 16 (new): A method for preparing compositions for controlling unwanted micro- 
organisms comprising mixing one or more methylthiophenecarboxanilides of formula 
(I) according to Claim 10 with one or more extenders and/or surfactants. 

Claim 17 (new) : A methylthiophenecarboxhaloanilide of formula (IV)
